It was
not Etrange either, for he was before
them; they could see him and hear his
peevish complaints, see him fretted over
childish things, and it is no wonder that
the thought never came to them that he
was a genius who was born to im-

mortal fame. The present generation
sees only the sun without the spots on

it disc. The world hears his music and
from it takes up the thought that the
soul which conceived it was as lofty in
all things as in music. The Germans
understand that because he lived there
was a new glory given to all German-speakin- g

people, and so it is bat natural
they should build monuments to his
fame. It was too bad that Mozart
needed money and died poor. But this
was not the fault of those around him,
but was due to a want of combination of
faculties in his own brain to cause him
to take advantage of his opportunities.

"Uneasy the head that wears the

crown." Three Emperors and three
Prime Ministers the guiding spirits of
the governments of Germany, Russia and
Austria are soon to meet in secret con-

sultation on the affairs of Europe. Not
many more such meetings will ever be
held in this world, for the general dis-

content and unrest is regarded as the
breeze which preceds tho revolutionary
storm which is to desolate thrones and
palaces and to sweep out of exiatenoe
the despots who maintain their power by
wfrorping tne : liberties aod the hard
earnings of the people. It is said these
poachef s upon the rights of the people
will meet in a small town near Warsaw.
Knowing that the people detest their
rule and an enemy lurks in every bush,
they dare not undertake the journey una
less guarded by the military power by
which their governments are propped up.

"Vn little excitement has oeen causea

in France by the news that a saccesef ul
experiment in balloon steering was per-

formed at Meudon, near Paris, on the
the 9th of August a date which M. Herve
Mangon, in reporting tne experiment, vj
the Academy of Sciences on Tuesday, de-

clared "will remain ever memorable in
the annals of discovery." "We are unable
to judge of the importance of the alleged
invention, for ita authors are the two mil-

itary officers in command of the govern
ment aerostatic worKS, wnicn were insti
tuted under M. Gambetta s auspices, and
the technical secrets of their contrivance
havejof course, been disclosed to the War
Office only. As already reported, the ex
periment was tried in raim weamer auu
the balloon of elliptical foim, which car
ried an electrical motor, a screw and a
rudler.

"The motor is said to be composed of ac-

cumulators which can supply during four
hours a power of ten horses, and they are
moved by the screw which serves as pro-
peller to the apparatus. The balloon was
made of light, strong silk, and was covered
as usual with a netting, to which the car
was suspended. All the propelling
me hanism was contained within the car,
the rudder. alone projecting outside, like
that of a boat. The car was mounted by
Capt. Renard, director of the Balloon
Works, and by his assistant, Capt Krebs,
both engineer officers. On being released
from the earth, the balloon at once rose to
a height of 180 feet, and, urged by a swift
rotary movement of the screw, made a
straight course for the hermitage of Ville-bo-n,

about seven miles distant as the crow
flies. A wind was moving against it at a
speed of eighteen feet a Becond. Capt
Renard worked the propeller, Capt. Krebs
steered. .

"Villebon had been fixed upon as the
goal of the journey, and when this place
was reached Capt. Krebs waved a flag as a
signal that he was going to turn. The
spectators, who were a party of officers
with some passers-b- y atti acted by the
s ght of the balloon, were then 'amazed
and delighted to see the balloon gracefully
describe a curve of 300 meters radius and
sail back to Meudon.' On approaching
the lawn from which the ascent had been
made, the balloon descended in an oblique
direction and with a steady motion, show
ing that the engine was completely nnder
Capt. Renard's control. When within
twenty feet of the ground the machine
was eased, reversed, stopped, and a rope
being thrown ont from the car, the bal
loon was hauled gently down and touched
earth without the slightest sho k. The
whole journey had occupied about forty
minutes.
